A handsome womans who proved to be Nellie 
Wright, twenty-two years old, the daughter of an en- 
gineer of the Fire Department, of Atlanta, Ga., attempt- 
eq suicide in a peculiar manner in Greenpoint, L. I. 

The girl, accompanied by an elderly man of dis- 
tinguished appearance, who was elegantly dressed, weut 
to the drug store of D. Anthony Papausheck, at Man- 
hattan and Nassau avenues, a few minutes after seven 
o'clock at night. The man told the druggist that the 
young woman had neuralgia. The druggist suggested 
chloroform, but the elderly man said: ‘‘No, give ber 
laudanam, and you can give her plenty, she knows 
how to use it.” 

The druggist filled an ounce bottle with laudanum 
and the man tendered a ten dollar bill, which the drug- 
gist was unable to change. The man left the store to 
obtain change, and the girl asked the druggist to draw 
a glass of soda water for her to take with some uf the 
laudanum. 

When the druggist turned to draw the soda water the 
woman uncorked the bottle and was swallowing the 
contents when the druggist again faced her. He ran 
around the counter and clutched her by the throat, but 
she had swallowed nearly all the poison. 

The druggist got some one on the street to summon 
an ambulance, and while he was waiting he forced two 
ounces of extract of coffee down the woman's throat, 
despite her struggles. 
Ambulance Surgeon 
O’ Brien, who responded to 
the call, gave the woman 
a hypodermic dose of sul- 
phate of atropine, and used 
astomach pump, after 
which he took her to St. 
Catherine’s Hospital. 


Before the women was 
taken from the drug store 
she said she was Nellie 
Wright, and that she lived 
at No. 3891 Manhattan 
avenue, She refused to 
give the name of the man 
wLo entered the drug store 
with her, He did not re- 
turn to the store, and 
the police of the Green- 
point avenue station fare 
looking for him. 


When the young woman 
was taken to the hospital 
there were found ic her 
pocket three novels, the 
titles of which are ‘The 
Star of Love,” ‘The Pret- 
tiest Woman in Warsaw”’ 
and “Terribly Tempted.” 

The patient told Surgeon 
O'Brien that she had been 
employed as a stenog- 
rapher on a New York 
morning newspaper until 
a few months ago. She 
said she wanted to die, but 
would not say why. She 
also said that she had 
taken a big dose of lauda- 
num before she went to 
the drug store, and she 
persistently refused to tell 
the name of the man who 
went to the drug store with 
her. Later she sald she 
was the daughter of an engineer S Ge A, My 
Fire Department. She will recover.

1h his 
half drunken condition he realized that if this was not 
rourder, it was very close to it, and he wheeled and fled 
away, fear lending speed to his flight. 

The women, from the windows and doorways, with 
that instinct which told them something dreadful had 
been done, began screaming and wringing their hands 
and rinning up aud down in excess of fear and excite- 
ment. and habitues of the street strolled up 
and looked down half dazed at the form of Liz trom 
whose mouth the blood was still flowing. 

Finally Saloonkeeper Eddie Cullen ot the corner of 
Evans and Canal streets, ran and called up the Fitch 
ambulance, and the Kelly woman was taken to the 
hospital.

THEY WERE LIVING ON UNCLE SAM. 





A soldier's life is a pretty lonely affair, as a rule, but 
there are occasions when they break out and go on a 
rampage, and it is just because of one of these ram- 
pages that the folks in and about Red Wing, Minnesota, 
are inclined to be severe toward the Tommy Atkinses 
who are in camp at. Lakeview, and _ the 
press of Minnesota is ‘raising a high old 
time over what it calls one of the 
“most devilish deeds ever com- 
mitted by public servants.” 

There is near Lakeview an in- 
stitution known as the State Train- 
ing School, which is intended sole- 
ly for the detention and correction 
of such young women who bave 

been inclined to do those things 
‘ which, though perfectly in accord 
with nature, are prohibited by the 
unwritten code of morals. The 
grey walls of the training school 
7 possessed, for some reason or other, 








a peculiar fascination for the soldier boys, and they 
had not been in camp very long before they were in 
commupication, 80 it is said, with a couple of the erring 
young women who were immured there. 

So it came about that on one Sunday night when the 
chasté moon had hidden herself modestly behind a 
chiffon cloud, cut a la Empire, that the two girls slipped 
out of their rooms into the yard, over the fence and 
out. At the time of the escape they wore nothing but 
their night dresses, When the escape was discovered, 
diligent search was at once commenced, but no trace of 
them could be found. The fact that the camp of the 
regiment was located near the school led to the suspic- 
ion that soldiers knew something of the disappearance. 

Miss Grace Johnstone, the State agent of the school, 
visited the camp, but was denied the privilege of inter- 
viewing the soldiers, but was told that one of the guards 
had seen two girls, clad in their night dresses, walk 
along the railroad tracks. This was all she learned 
there. 

Search for the girls was kept up, and later, in the 
woods back of Camp Lakeview, were found the girls, 
dressed in clothes which had been purchased by the 
soldiers. One of the girls says that when they left the 
achool they were provided with blankets by the soldiers 
and were carried at once, by them, ahead of the regi- 
ment. At Frontenac, Minn., they were conveyed in a 
boat to Camp Lakeview by other soldiers, who had 
come to meet them. Here a camp was established for 
them in the woods, and the next day a dressmaker was 
hired by the soldiers to make dresses for the girls. 
Here, in company with the girls, the soldiers spent their 
nights, aud, as it seems, the most disgraceful acts were 
here committed. 

Tt was not until twelve days after the girls had es 
caped that the superintendent of the school became 
satisfied that they were near Lake City. He went down, 
accordingly, and began an investigation. In the camp 
of the regulars he discovered nothing, but on searching 
the bluffs back of the camp he caught a glinipse of a 
girl running through the underbrush. He was unable 
to capture her, but he did discover, alittle turther in the 
woods, a rude canip, which tad retently been occupied 


whereim he found two nightdtesées, the property ofthe | 


State Training school, some Uiitéd Btafes War Dspart- 
ment blankets and two dresses of the same material as 
a Lake City dressmaker said she had made on an order 
from a regular soldier. The next day the camp of the 
girls had been removed, but ws afterwacd located across 
the bluff, near the rifle range. And in camp the search- 
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ers found the girls, in company with a solrier, eating 
breakfast. The girls were at once rewrned to the 
school. 

As yet, of course, very little bas been learned from 
the girls with regard to the matter, but enough is known 
to warrant the belief that the flight was prearranged - 
probably while the soldiers were around the training 
school building. One of the giris says that when they 
left the school they were provided with blankets by the 
soldiers and started at once to walk to Frontenac, ahead 
of the army. At Frontenac they were met by a soldier, 
who conveyed them by boat to Lakeview. The soldiers 
then established them in camp in the woods on the 
bloff at Lakeview, where they remained until discov- 
ered. Further details are lacking.

It was expected that the senior eight oared race, 
which wound up the '95 regatta of the National Asso 
ciation of Amateur Oarsmen at Saratoga on July 18, 
would be a strikingly interesting contest, but it was a 
great deal more than that. Men who backed one of the 
three crews described the finish as a heart-disease spurt. 
The stalwart first Bohemians carried off the honors by 
the narrow margin of six feet, and the crack Minnesota 
boys finished third, scarcely three feet behind the 
Tritons. 

It wasa race from the time Starter R. H. Pelton’'s 
pistol was fired until the last inch of water had been 
covered. There was no advantage in the start, but the 
Bohemians began at once to make the pace, and gradu 
ally drawing away from the Tritons, who led the West- 
erners, until at a point about the middle of the course, 
they appeared to lead by a scant length. 

Here the Minnesota’s coxswain called on his men to 
“whip ’er up ;” they responded promptly and lessee: 
the Triton’s lead for the place to less than half a length. 
But this was not the final effort of St. Paul's crew. It 
was only a ‘‘feeler,” and the boys were contented with 
holding their position until the last quarter of a mule, 
when the grand spurt was ordered. It came too late, 
however, and the Tritons just managed to nip out sec- 
ond money, while the Bohemians were all pretty well 
tuckered out. 

A few of these races would make the National Asso- 
clation’s regattas decidedly more popular than they 
have been for some years. The trouble is, though, to 
get together three crews so evenly matched. The ol- 
timers never expect to witness such a finish again. 
Each crew carried a great amount of money. There 
seemed to be plenty of funds in the western crowd, 
which had the Canadian contingent in tow. The Bo 
hemians had friends with money to burn, however, ani 
the betting was principally crew against crew. The 
Tritons’ friends, evidently afraid of the New Yorkers, 
backed Jersey against Minnesota, and Were therefore 
well pleased at the result. The time, 7:39%,, wis 
scarcely up to expectations, for inatrial one morning 
the winners, without any special effort, beat the old 
course record, 7.361, by a full second. 

John L. Hackett, of Rat Portage, Ont., spoiled the 
deciding heat in the senior singles by turning the 
wrong stake and smashing J. A. Rumohrs shell. 
Hackett and McDowell, of Chicago, finished the race, 
and the former, who won by about three lengths made 
what Dave Boyle called a genuine “Canuck roar’ whe 
Referee Zappone notified him of his disqualification.

The yacht Defender, bulit with the object of ruling 
the seas of yachtdom, arrived in New York Harbor 
after an uneventful passage down Long Island Sound. 
Before she reached the Harbor she was tried out in the 
Sound in the neighborhood of Larchmont Manor with 
various combinations of sailing rigs, and over several 
different courses. 

Thorough aa these tests may have been and useful as 
they undoubtedly were to her captain and crew, they 
hardly afforded any opportunity for an estimate of her 
speed. As she did not go over any known courses, she 
could not be timed; as she sailed along there was noth- 
ing by which a comparison of her speed could be made. 
It can only be said that she got under way even in the 
light air with remarkable rapidity, and that she slipped 
through the water with great ease and with only little 
disturbance, 

The procession down the sound was quite an imposing 
one. First came the Luckenbach, then the tender Hat-

Professional Cycle Racing Bids Fair to 
Be Killed by Trickery.

Dick Croker and his racing partner, Mike Dwyer, 
are Guding out that the English pathway to increased fame and 
riches is not entirely one of roses and honeysuckles. Between los- 
fag their equine possessions out of selling events, having their un- 
acclimated racers going wrong; and being made the victims of the 
British bendicappers doubts and fears, they are indeed having « 
rough. ¢xperience, and one that will deter other American horse 
owners from following in their footsteps. Dwyer lost Banquet last 
week by having him claimed out of « selling race and but for his 
temerity in bidding Harry Reed up $7,500 over his entered price 
would have lost him also. , 

Last May Stonenell was beaten in a selling race and was claimed. 
Tt was about the first appearance of the Americans in a selling race, 
and, while the Englishmen had a technical right to claim the horse, 
it was universally regarded here as an unsportsmaniike thing to do. 
Under similar circumstances no American would have bid on an 
English horse, but fortunately, our tarf and our ideas of fair play 
and sportsmanship are immeasurably superio: to the English. 

A gentleman who has just returned from England, and who spent 
several weeks with M. F, Dwyer, tells an interesting story about the 
claiming of Stonenell. Immediately after the horse way beaten, 
every Englishman, who ran a horse in the race, rushed to the secre- 
tary’s office to claim ‘‘the Yankee horse.’ Most of them were rich 
men, and all were ‘“gentlemen,"’ but the temptation to make a dol- 
lar, particularly when the dollar was to come from an American's 
pocket, was irresistible, and the scramble is described as being 
lively, if undignified, . 

T. Hoodless secured Stonenclil. On the following day Richard 
Croker notified the claimer that Mr. Dwyer was desirous of buying 
back his horse and he would give Mr. Hoodless 1,000 guineas for bis 
bargain. The reply came that nothing less than 2,500 guineas 
profit would be considered. When Croker told Dwyer what he had 
done Dwyer said he did not want the horse back ander any circum- 
stances, ‘He can’t win a race,” sald Dwyer, ‘‘so what good {s he?" 

Now it seems that Stonenell is a very hard horse to train and has 
many peculiarities, all of which were unknown to Mr. T. Hoodless, 
Dwyer, who knew the horse well, told his stable boys to watch Stone- 
nell, who was stabled net far away, and report to him what was 
done. 

The morning after he changed hands Sionenel! was taken out on 
the heath for exercise. In putting tlre saddie on him the stable hoy 
was careless and placed it far back. Stoncnell, among his other 
peculiarities, hasa profound aversion to having a saddle placed 
far back. As soon as the exerciser had mounted him Stonenell be- 
gan to protest as vigorously as he knewhow. First he stood straight 
up on bis hind legs; then he reared himeelf aloft on his tore legs; 
then he spun around and around, Finally he lunged forward and 
fell heavily, The boy was picked up senseless, but revived in a few 
moments. Stonenc!i was not so fortunate, however. He broke a 
tendon in his foreleg and was led off to the stable a hopeless cripple. 
All this Dwyer knew a few hours after it had occurred. A couple of 
days later Mr. Dwyer received an interesting letter from Mr. T. 
Hi odless. The writer, it seemed, bad been considering Mr. Croker's 
preposition to buy Stonenell at an advance of 1,000 guineas, and as 
Mr. Dwyer seemed to want the horse he (Mr. Hoodless) would be 
glad to give him a chance to secure him at that figure.

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An innovation in yachting circles is now being 
talked of, nothing less than sails made of compressed paper, the 
sheets being cemented and riveted together in such a way as to form 
@ smooth and strong seam. It appears that the first process of 
ufacturing consists in preparing the pulp in the regular way, to a ton 
of which is added 1 pound of bichromate of potash,25 pounds of glue, ' 
32 pounds of alam, 134 pounds of soluble glass, and 40 pounds of 
prime tallow, these ingredients being thoroughly mixed with the 
pulp. Next the pulp is made into sheets by regular paper-making 
machinery, and two sheets are pressed together, with a glutinous 
compound between, so as to retain the pieces firmly, making the 
whole practically homogeneous, 

The next operation is quite imgortant, and requires a specially 
built machine of great power, which is used in compressing the paper 
from a thick, sticky sheet to a very thin, tough one. The now solid 
sheet is run through a bath of sulphuric acid, to which 10 per cent. 
of distilled water has been added, from which it emerges to pass be- 
ween glass rollers, then through a bath of ammonia, then clear 
water, and finally through felt rollers, after which it is dried and 
polished between heated metal cylinders. The paper resulting from 
this process is in sheets of ordinary width and thickness of cotton 
duck; it is elastic, air-tight, durable, light, and possessed of other 
needed qualifications to make it available for light sailmaking. 

The mode of putting the sheets together is by having a split on the 
edges of the sheet, or cloth, so as to admit the edge of the other sheet. 
When the split is closed, cemented and riveted or sewed, it closes 
completely and firmly.

Racing affairs in the Windy City appear more 
hopeful. Washington Park, Hawthorne and Hariem will join hands 
to have a racing bill passed at the special session of the Illinois Leg- 
isiature. The bill, if it is passed, will provide for thirty days’ racing 
on & single track between May land Nov. lof each year, and all 
betting on foreign events will be abolished. 

Representatives of Chicago's three great tracks held an informal 
meeting, at which the matter was discussed and an agreement was 
practically reached. : 

The influence of the Washington Park Club. composed as it is of 
the leading financial and social men of the city, is tremendous, and 
the lack of its open indorsement left the desired racing bill without 
that prestige so necessary to secure its passage. The Hawthorne and 
Harlem people realize this, and ¢ver since the special session was 
called efforts have been in progress to wipe out the biticr feeling bee 
tween the rival interests and get them together on common ground. 
These differences now having been amicably settled, the new week 
will probably see the combined racing interests of Chicago using all 
their influence toward securing the passage of « thirty-day racing 
bill without a foreign book. This will be encouraging news to horse- 
men, for all.conceded that the great influence of the strong Wash- 
ington Park Club will go a long way toward securing the legislation 
desired, Under the proposed bill but three of the six months can be 
filled on the Washington Park, Hawthorne and Harlem tracks, while 
fifteen days additional will be allowed for the annual trotting meet- 
iug of the Northwestern Breeders’ Association. If a truce is made 
with Roby, additional time would come for the Indians meeting, 
which would leave about thirty days unprovided for. In the event 
that the bill passes, one, if not two, new tracks would undoubtedly 
be built in ample time for-mext season's racing.
